But he added: “It appears, how- 
ever, from the dates set out that 
action would be barred by the 
three-year statute of limitations, in- 
asmuch as the offense was consum- 
mated at the time the applications 
containing the false statements 
were filed.” 

Law Violation Suggested. 

Jones, appearing briefly before 
the Senate Committee investigat- 
ing railroad finance, said he had 
pointed out to Cummings that ap- 
parently section 16-A of the RFC 
Act had been violated.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Heads of 


the New York police and fire de- 
partments have voiced sharp criti- 
cism of what they called the “melo- 
dramatic” Federal raid on an Up- 
per West Side apartment house 
Tuesday by J. Edgar Hoover and 
his Department of Justice agents. 


The matter was referred to Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy John A. Hope, 
who appointed David K. Breed, an 
attorney, receiver to operate the 
company for 10 days. The receiv- 
er’s bond was fixed at $7500. 

The company’s bankruptcy peti- 
tion stated the action had been au- 
thorized by the board of directors. 
Schedules of assets and liabilities 
were not filed. 


“Heroics” and “small town stuff” 
were among the descriptive phrases 
applied by Fire Commissioner John 
J. McElligott to the submachine

McElligott protested in a letter 
to Police Commissioner Lewis J. 
Valentine that the firemen had 
been unnecessarily exposed to gun- 
fire. Valentine replied that he con- 
sidered the protest “well founded,” 
and blamed all the shooting on the 
Federal agents. 

The Police Commissioner said it 
was his rigid policy to “prohibit 
melodramatic raids on the hiding 
places of *criminals.” 

Departmental Routine. 

“In a matter of departmental rou- 
tine,” he said, “members of our 
force frequently arrest criminals 
as desperate as Harry Brunette is 
alleged to be, yet always without 
fanfare, the spectacular or unneces- 
sary gun play.” ;

Rhea Whitley, head of the New 
York Bureau of Federal’ Investiga- 
tion, said today there was nothing 
“melodramatic,” at all, about the 
raid. : 

“There was absolutely no hysteria 
among the families in the raided 
apartment house, and a surprising 
lack of excitement,” he declared. 

“As for charges that firemen were 
in the line of fire, if anyone can 
find a fireman who will say we 
‘fired anywhere near him and heard 
a bullet whiz—I, personally, will 
eat it!” 

He said that there was never any 
understanding whatsoever between 
Federal agents and the New York 
department either as to raiding 
tactics or the time and place of the 
raid.

Polish Pianist. Says Piece 
Should Be Heard Several . 
Times Before Judgment. 


When Alexandre Tansman was a 
soldier in the Polish army during 


the World War he got his first. pub- 
lic recognition as a composer. Since 
then he has hated war and has writ- 
ten music that is played by orches- 
tras all over the world. 

In the city to appear as piano 
soloist with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra in a performance of his 
‘works tomorrow afternoon and Sat- 
urday night, Tansman talked with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yésterday 
in his room at Hotel Coronado, tell- 
ing a little about his life and a good 
deal about his ideas on modern 
music. 7 : 

To his fellow townsmen in a pro- 
vincial Polish town before the war 
Tansman was merely “a young pi- 
anist who thought he could com- 
pose.” The war, to which he went 
as a “romantic volunteer” because 
it was for the independence of Po- 
land, was quiet enough for him to 
write some music. 

Two of the pieces he sent, under 
different and fictitious names, to a 


national music contest, received 
both the first and second prizes. 
“The judges didn’t like it much,” he 
said, “but I was encouraged. When 
the war was over I went to Paris 
and that bas been my home ever 
since.”

Wabash All in Financial 
Difficulties. 


The four St. Louis railroads 
which are in bankruptcy or receiv- 
ership—the Missouri Pacific, Fris- 
co, Cotton Belt and Wabash—have 
obtained or are seeking authority 
from Federal Court to spend a to- 


tal of more than $17,000,000 for ad- 
ditions and betterments during 1937, 
in addition to ordinary maintenance 
expenses. 
Their improvement programs 
will increase employment, it has 
Been pointed out, mot only in the 
factories and steel mills furnishing 
products and materials but by the 
railroads themselves. The _ rail- 
roads will employ additional labor 
to lay new rails and at least one 
of them, the Cotton Belt, will re- 
quire extra workers in the con- 
struction of five locomotives to be 
built in its own shops. 
The Missouri Pacific sought 
Court authority yesterday to spend 
$9,026,302 ‘for improvements. Previ- 
ously its trustees had obtained au- 
thority to spend $1,562,192 for new 
rails. Early applications for au- 
thority'to buy new fails were made 
by the carriers in order to effect 
savings by contracting for the steel 
before prices were increased Dec, 1, 
Authority has been obtained by 
trustees of the Frisco to expend $2,- 
184,875 for improvement of equip- 
ment and roadbed, Other expendi- 
tures contemplated for next year 
would bring the total to more than 
$5,000,000. 
Applications made so far for au- 
thority to make expenditures do not 
necessarily indicate the total 
amounts to be spent by the four 
railroads in 1937.° 
The Cotton Belt (St. Louis 
Southwestern) has received author- 
ity to spend $550,000 for five new 
locomotives and $500,000 for 10 air- 
conditioned coaches, and the Wa- 
bash has authority to expend $944,- 
644 for rails and roadbed equip- 
ment.

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Cruisers Will Not Be Scrapped, 
Because of ‘‘Deterioration in 
International Situation.”

LONDON, Dee. 17.—Great Bri- 


tain intends to keep in service five 
over-age cruisers which were due 
ot be scrapped under the 1930 Lon- 
don naval treaty, Sir Samuel Hoare, 
first lord of the admiralty, told 
the House of Commons today, 

He said an answer had not yet 
been received from Japan, but that 
the United States had consented to 
the proposal.

Answering a question 
Winston Churchill, he said: 

“For some time His Majesty’s 
Government have been giving seri- 
ous consideration to the question of 
scrapping five over-age cruisers in 
order .to conform with the pro- 
visions of the London naval treaty. 

“In view, of the deterioration of 
the general international situation, 
this obviously is not the moment at 
which any Power could wish to 
serap serviceable vessels, and His 
Majesty’s Government have been 
exchanging views on the subject 
with the other parties to the three- 
‘| Power treaty, namely the govern- 
ments of the United States and 
Japan, 

“The United States Government 
has intimated if His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment decide to retain these ves- 
sels on.the ground that require- 
ments of our national security ne- 
cessitate this action, -no objection 
will be raised.” 

Increase in Fleet. 

Sir Samuel disclosed in a speech 
last night that Great Britain had 
laid down five times as much naval 
tonnage in 1936 as it did three 
years ago. 

He told the House of Commons 
yesterday he woud ask for bids for 
new capital ships. 

The new battleships will be the 
King George V and the Prince of 
Wales. They have been authorized 
but their keels will not be laid until 
after Jan. 1, under the terms of the 
1930 London naval agreement.

The country’s experts, who were 
just about 100 per cent wrong in 
their predictions as to what would 
happen on the night Schmeling 
scored a sensational 12-round 
knockout over Joe Louis, accorded 
the German a landslide vote in the 
annual Associated Press sports poll. 

Forty-six out of 73 ballots listed 
Schmeling as the hero of the No, 
1 comeback, based upon the fact 
that when the German left the 
United States three years ago he 
was considered “all washed up” as 
a fighter and, upon his return, con- 
ceded little or no chance against 
the spectacular Brown Bomber. 
Now Max has signed to fight James 
J. Braddock for the heavyweight 
title the Teuton won, on a foul, 
from Jack Sharkey in 1930. 

Alice Marble Is Second. 

The voting revealed Alice Mar- 
ble, heroine of the year’s finest ten- 
nis come-back, as Schmeling’s only 
rival. The California girl, who 
scaled national championship 
heights three years after being 
forced by ill health from all com- 
petition was listed at the top on 10 
ballots. Her point total of 57, how- 
ever, was far below Schmeling’s 152. 

The balloting otherwise revealed 
scattered and surprising prefer- 
ences. Braddock and Helen Wills 
Moody, who made their come-backs 
in 1935 and did not appear in seri- 
ous competition this year, neverthe- 
less got four points each. Lefty 
Grove, despite the fact he did not 
have as good a pitching season as | 
he enjoyed when he returned to) 
form in 1935, collected sufficient | 
votes to land fourth place, on the | 
heels of Jimmy McLarnin.

Grass on Golf 


New Dye Developed to Keep 


Course Green 


In Late Autumn and Winter 


By the Associated Press.

The greens section of the United 
States Golf Association has devel- 
oped a dye that artifically colors 
the grass. In the late fall and 
winter it will make golf greens and 


football fields sparkle like: a well- 
kept baseball infield in June. 

More than a hundred-thousand 
overcoated gridiron fans witnessed 
the first major experiment with this 
artificially colored grass a few 
weeks ago. Philadelphia officials 
surprised the throng attending the 
Army-Navy game with a bright 
green carpet instead of the drab 
turf on which most late fall grid 
battles are played, 

“Our dye made a successful de- 
but in every way,” it was reported 
by Dr. John Monteith Jr., head of 
the Golf Association greens sec- 
tion here. “We naturally were a lit- 
tle nervous at giving it a first pub- 
lic trial at such a prominent spec- 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Golfdom’s turf experts have outwitted 
t law of nature, turning the rusty brown grass of fall into a 


tacle, but all comment has been 
complimentary.” 

Dr. Monteith said experiment 
showed the dye would not rub off 
on uniforms and was harmless, 

“T wouldn’t be surprised to see 
many colleges adopt this dye for 
their football fields next season,” 
he said. 

“For the price of two tickets, say. 
$5 to $10, they can dye the field 
and add another colorful touch to 
their big games.” 

Dr; Monteith estimated the cost 
of dyeing a golf green at 30 cents, 
or $5.40 for all the greens on an 18- 
hole course. His experiments at 
nearby Arlington, Va., have shown 
that one application will hold color 
for two or three weeks in winter 
and a shorter time in summer. 
Snow and frost do not erase it. 

Originally in quest of a chemical 
to control disease on golf greens, 
Dr. Monteith hit upon the-dye idea.

Decline of the Drop Kick. 
HILE field goals came back 
for a bigger year than in 

many seasons past, both in the 

collegiate and professional! circles, 
the drop kick'apparently has gone 
for good. : 

In the professional field, where 
they are apt to employ careful 
and more certain methods than 
in collegiate games, we find that 
of 48 successful field goals dur- 
ing the campaign, only four were 
drop kicks and all from the toe of 
the same individual—Clark of De- 
‘troit. All of his field goals were 
made via the drop kick style, the 
only man to employ this method 
professionally with success. a 

Time was when the drop kick 
was preferred to the place kick 
and when it was just as success- 
ful and from even greater dis- 
tances. In the past decade or 
two the place kick, which appar- 
ently has greater certainty for 
the average booter, has become 
almost universal. 

However, it has its drawback. 
It is more readily blocked and 
depends in considerable measure 
on the accuracy of its placement 
by the man touching down the 
ball. ° 

They haven't practiced drop 
kicking much in colleges since 
they moved the goal posts back 
10 yards and the result has been 
that few of the boys today know 
the technique of the drop kick. 

It is a prettier play than the 
place kick and it’s an even tough- 
er play to score with than the 
forward pass.

Interrupted by Justices. 

Toner was obviously handicapped 
in his arguments by his inexperi- 
ence with Supreme Court procc- 
dure. He was frequently interrupt- 
ed by Justices Sutherland and Mc- 
Reynolds, and conceded, in an an- 
twer to Justice Sutherland, that, if 
the Washington statute had been 
“properly” challenged, it would be 
found unconstitutional by the high- 
est court.

rather than the exact inscription, 
“Equal Justice Under the Law.” 

Attorney Scores a Point. 

The Justices, usually frigid in 
their formality, took small pains to 
conceal their smiles. Toner, how- 
ever, scored one point, when he 
contended that the court had up- 
held the right of government to fix 
wages on interstate carriers in Wil- 
son vs. New. Justice Sutherland 
observed that this had been done 
at a time of emergency, meaning 
that, at the time, a nation-wide 
railroad strike was threatening.

CAPTURED BY ITALIANS 


Former Provincial Head; Last 
of Major Leaders to Resist 
Invasion, 


By the Associated ‘Press. | 

ROME, Dec. 17.—Italian press 
dispatches reported today from Ad- 
dis Ababa that Ras Imeru, former 
Governor of Gojjam Province and 
cousin of Emperor Haile Selassie, 
had been captured. 

The Ras was declared “officially 
by Italian commanders to be the 


last of the major chieftains still 
resisting Fascist occupation of the 
East African kingdom. 

Reports said hundreds of miles of 
new Ethiopian territory had fallen 
into Italian control,in the so-called 
“second campaign” in territory al- 
ready described as the Italian em- 
pire. 

Dejaz Uonduossen Kassa, son of 
Ras Kasse, who ied tne resistance 
to Italian aggression in the Tem- 
bien district of Ethiopia, was re- 
ported executed for fomenting a 
counter-revolt in the Gojjam dis- 
trict. 

The Stefani (Italian) News 
Agency said the younger Kassa was 
shot Dec, 14 by an Italian firing 
squad for having surrendered in or- 
der to direct an attack on Italian 
troops. 

Official reporte said Italian forces 
had won control of Bonga, in the 
Caffa region, after dispersing brig- 
ands with geavy losses; of Arussi 
Province, east of the southern lake 
region; and of the Cercer district, 
south of Addis Ababa, and of the 
Djibouti Railway, between Harar 
and the Awash River. 

Eritrean troops were said to 
have seized 26,000 rifles and 112 
machine guns without resistance 
from Ethiopian mane in the Cercer 
area.

Civilian authorities, led by Presi- 
dent Miguel Mariano Gomez, de- 
clared unalterable opposition to the 
proposal for the tax of nine cents a 
bag to be handed over to the Army 
for establishment of country schools 
to be conducted by Army teachers. 
Domingo Macias, member of the 
Cabinet and close to the President, 
declared last night: “The President 
sees the possibility of Cuba’s future 
sons being educated in a Fascist 
manner.” 

Col. Fulgencio Batista, 

* of the Army, speaking at 
Pitar del Rio for the bill, said it 
was designed “to take a little from 
those who have and give a little to 
those who have not.” He spoke to 
100,000 persons who jammed the lit- 
tle city in demonstration in support 
of his fight for the schools. 

The bill will be up for action at 
a special session of the House to- 
morrow night. 

Should the Army force its pas- 
sage, as it seemed determined to do, 
and should President Gomez veto 
the bill, the House probably will re- 
pass it over the veto. The bill has 
already passed the Senate. 

Last September ithe Army opened 
700 rural schools, and 2300 more are 
to be opened next year.

54 Army and Navy Men 
Against Government Are 
Held for Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Dec, 17.—Fifty-four army 
and navy men were held today for 
trial on charges of plotting three 
years ago to kill all Cabinet mem- 
bers in an air bombardment and to 
re-establish a system of direct rule 
from the throne. 

They were ordered tried by the 
Supreme Court, which for the first 
time in Japanese history will hear 
a case which has not, gone through 
a lower court, 

The Ministry of Justice, in pub- 
lishing a summary of the alleged 
plot, news of which had been sup- 
pressed since arrest of the 54 in 
1933, declared the so-called “God- 
sent” group wished to alter the ex- 
isting Japanese governmental and 
social system because the men 
thought it was poisoned by Western 
liberal, individualistic and material- 
istic ideas, contrary to what they 
thought was the correct Japanese 
spirit. 

The late naval commander, Sabu- 
ro Yamaguchi, was selected to fly 
over the official residence of the 
Prime Minister while the Cabinet 
was in session there and to drop 
bombs in an effort to kill all the 
officials and alsoto bomb the head- 
quarters of the Metropolitan Police 
Board, the Ministry of Justice de- 
clared. 

The bombings, the official state- 
ment said, were intended to be a 
signal for a general uprising in 
which residences or Cabinet mem 
bers and party leaders, headquar- 
ters of all political parties and the 
Japan Industrial Bank were to be 
burned. 

Cabinet members and political 
leaders who escaped were to be 
assassinated, the announcement oe 
clared.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE seem to be quite a few falla- 
Ta afloat that need punctures. One 
is that the reduction of the WPA rolls is 
due to the absorption by industry of those 
turned off. This is a wishful thought oft 
expressed in the press, but it ranks along- 
side the statement that the condition of 
the under-privileged would have the same 
thoughtful care after the election as be- 
fore. The fact is that erasure of names 
from WPA rolls is being ruthlessly ap- 
plied, without regard to re-employment 
by industry. 

Despite a statement that Ford is call- 
ing back the “class of 1930” for work in 
Detroit, re-employment is at a minimum 
out here in the provinces, outside the big 
industrial districts. With the exception 
of a few men in service occupations and 
automobile and electrical appliance sales- 
men, there has been little upturn in em- 
ployment in the rural districts.

Not; — 


that Brown has heretofore been a stranger to the 
news columns. His name has frequently appeared in 


one connection or another—anent his racing news| — 


service, by which the bookies around town, for a good 
‘round price, receive racing results; anent his diffi- 
culties with the Federal Government in connection 
with his liquor business. On occasion, Brown makes 
the news in an even more melodramatic way, as 
when a bomb exploded just above the office he shares 
with Gully Owen, in March, 1931. 

Brown is not a ceremonial figure. He does not 
go in for cornerstone layings ahd things like that. 
He does not hold or seek public office. But yester- 
day the public got a close-up of him. It appears that 
Brown, deeply interested in Democratic politics, has 
supplied the bonds for 39 of the 61 persons arrested 
on election fraud felony charges preferred by the 
September term grand jury and for five of thé seven 
similarly charged by the June term grand jury. He 
has signed bonds totaling $207,500. His net worth, 
as stated in the sworn statement of his qualifications, 
is only $60,000. 

It is, of course, good business for a professional 
bondsman to sign as many bonds as possible. But, 
in the case of the indicted election officials, Brown 
is acting in a philanthropic role. Few of the election 
officials have paid for the service. In most cases they 
come under the general head of friends, and to friends 
this service of Brown's is free of charge. 

We said Brown is a power in St. Louis. The state- 
ment is provable. The Brown-Owen liquor firm some 
time ago made the mistake of shipping liquor into 
Arkansas in violation of law and was caught in 
the act. It offered a plea of guilty. When the firm 
sought a Federal liquor dealer’s license later, the re- 
quest was denied by the Federal Alcohol Administra- 
tion. Brown-Owen saw Kifney. Kinney saw Mayor 
Dickmann. Mayor Dickmann took up the question 
with Marvin McIntyre, Mr. Roosevelt’s secretary. In 
three jumps, Brown-Owen got attention at the White 
House. Pretty fair for home-town boys. 

They didn’t get their license, however. Nor did 
one Irving Schmuckler, former Brown-Owen branch 
manager, who formed the Irving Liquor Distributing 
Co., without putting up a cent of his own money, to 
take over the Brown-Qwen business. 

Brown, as might be expected of one of his varied 
interests, is often seen around the Municipal Courts 
Building and at the offices of public officials. When 
Judge Padberg’s grand jury (the one that decided 
not to investigate the river-front bond issue frauds) 
was chosen last week, for instance, Brown was in the 
courtroom.

7 HERE is little doubt that the new mech- 
anized divisions which the European ar- 
mies now possess will be used in the 

first hours of war, with the aim of penetrat- 
ing the efiemy’s frontier and opening the 
way for the subsequent general advance. All 
the general staffs are trending toward this 
new picture, in which the first phase of a 
war is fought out by tae mechanized part of 
their forces actually available, instead of 
waiting, as in 1914, until the main strength 
of the army has been assembled. 

But there is reason to doubt whether this 


mechanized spearhead will produce the de- * 


cisive advantage which is sought, The 
chances are against this, unless the enemy 
is not only taken unaware but is himself 
unmechanized. For, in the first place, ob- 
struction is the natural antidote to the pow- 
-er of delivering mobile strokes which mech- 
anization has revived. By utilizing rivers, 
canals and railways as barriers, by demol- 
ishing bridges, the defender may go far to 
nullify the new menace. 

Moreover, mechanization itself enables the 
means of obstruction and demolition to be 
moved more swiftly to any threatened spot. 
And the defenders’ mechanized troops, hav- 
ing less risk of being checked by hostile ob- 
structions, may be switched to meet the 
danger faster than the mechanized attack- | 
ers can develop it. Despite the apparent 
advantage that mechanization has brought 
to the offensive, its reinforcement of the de- 
fensive may prove greater still.

“If a majority of the members of 
the Electoral College had cast their 
ballots for Gov. Landon Monday 
what would be the result?” 

“The result,” Borah promptly re- 
plied, “would be that Landon would 
now be the President-elect, and un- 
der the law there is. nothing on 
earth that could be done to pre- 
vent him from taking office next 
month. The possibility of such a 
thing ever happening seems. re- 
mote. but there is no question 
shout the law on the subject. The 
guthors of the Constitution intend- 
ed that the Electoral College should 
be a free and independent body, 
making a’free and independent 
choice. In fact, they were particu- 
larly proud of the idea, because it 
was novel and it was their own. 

“George Washington was mainly 
responsible for it, and his purpose 
was to prevent the development of 
political parties. He regarded par- 
ties and party government as great 
evils, and repeatedly warned 
against them. The method of elect- 
ing a President was the subject of 
much debate in the constitutional 
convention. If the election were 
left to the people, parties would in- 
evitably appear. There were rea- 
sons for not leaving it to the State 
legisilatures—a method advocated 
by some of the delegates. Finally 
they devised this plan allowing the 
people to select a body of outstand- 
ing men, who would meet and 
choose a President. 

“Actually, the scheme never 
worked at all. Parties at once 
formed around Jefferson and Ham- 
ilton, when they were in Washing- 
ton's cabinet. Adams was elected 
as a party man, and all succeeding 
elections have been on a basis of 
party division.

Returning members of 
Congress report that nothing was 
more evident among their constitu- 
ents during the campaign than the

Heinecke, a Presbyterian ~- Sunday 
school missionary of Greeley, Colo., 
Mellis and his son started for New 
York in the low-price automobile 
which they will use in Africa when 
they arrive there about Jan. 10. 

The automobile will be taken on 
the boat with them to England, 
where they will be joined by an 
English missionary and sail for Lay 
gos Nigeria. From there they will 
drive south, following the Atlantic 
coast line, through French equato- 
rial Africa, Belgian Congo, Portu- 
guese West Africa and finally to 
the Union of South Africa. 

The automobile has an open floor 
at the rear of the passenger seats 
which will be used for storage and 
for sleeping quarters at times dur- 
ing the journey. The gasoline 
capacity is 50 gallons. Daily stages 
of travel in Africa will vary be- 
tween 75 and 200 miles, depending 
on the distance between points and 
the difficulties of travel.

On Record This Year 


More Than One Billion Pounds Available to 
Users of This High Protein 
Food. 


The peanut-man will have plenty 
of “goobers” for his customers this 
winter. The oil mills that crush pea- 
nuts will be well supplied. Peanut 
butter manufacturers, candy mak- 
ers, and salted peanut distributors 
will have plenty of raw er 
with which to work. 


The biggest crop of peanuts on 
record was harvested this year. Ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, 1,311,560,000 pounds 
of peanuts have been produced. 
Over half of this huge crops was 
raised in Alabama, Georgia, and 
Florida—736 million pounds. Other 
peanut farmers in Virginia, the 
Carolinas, and three or four other 


| Southern states raised the rest. 


Three main kinds of peanuts are 
grown—Virginia, Spanish, and Run- 
ner. A good share of the Virginia 
Jumbos are salted or roasted in the 
shell. Formerly peanut butter con- 
sisted almost solely of mixtures of 
Virginia and Spanish type peanuts, 
but recently a good many Runner 
type peanuts have been used for 


| 


ly due to the light supply of cot- 
tonseed oil. Housewives will doubt- 
less be buying more of the solidified 
or hydrogenated cooking fats made 
from Vegans oils, including pea- 
nut oil. 


A small part of the peanut oil | 
will be refined and sold as salad oil, 
or manufactured into ready-to-use 
salad dressings. Institutions are 
said to have placed rather large or- 
ders for peanut oil, because of its 
good flavor and the fact that when 
used in ,cooking it does. not scorch 
and break down chemically so 
quickly as some other fats. This 
makes it excellent for deep-fat fry- 
ing. The Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics found in the course of a se- 
ries of experiments on potato chips 
fried in different fats, that the 
judges rated the chips cooked in 
peanut oil highest for “general de- 
sirability.” They scored the chips 
on color, aroma, crispness and 
flavor.

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a RALITY PACT UP 
NEXT AT BUENOS AIRES 


Committee Unanimously Ap- 
proves Proposal to Co- 
ordinate . Treaties. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 17. — The 
proposed neutrality convention co- 
ordinating existing American peace 
treaties was ready today to be sub- 


mitted to the plenary session of the 
Inter-American Conference. 

The proposal, jointly sponsored 
by the 21 nations représented at the 


conference, was unanimously ap-| 


proved by the Neutrality Commit- 
tee yesterday, paving the way for 
its last step before being sent to 
a Legislatures of each republic 
for ratification. 

Its purpose is to set up consulta- 
tive machinery among the Ameri- 
can republics to correlate existing 
peace treaties. 

The conference, its agenda re- 
duced by approval of nine other 
measures in plenary session yester- 
day, turned to the trade and com- 
mercial interests of the Americas. 

Economic Resolutions. 

Approved in the Economic Com- 
mittee, these resolutions were list- 
ed for expected adoption at the next 
full session: 

1. A recommendation that Amer- 
ican nations abstain from increas- 
ing their customs barriers, begin re- 
duction of tariffs and ask the rest 
of the world to co-operate in ef- 
forts to improve international trade. 

2. A recommendation that all 
American nations ratify the agree- 
ments of the Pan American com- 
mercial conference at Buenos Aires 
last year where it was voted to es- 
tablish boards of commerce, foster 
bilateral agreements against smug- 
gling, regulate international air 
traffic and create a special Pan 
American tourist passport as a 
stimulus to travel. 
Speech by Sumner Welles. 

Delegates on the committee ap- 
plauded Sumner Welles, United 
States Assistant Secretary of State 
in charge of Latin American Af- 
fairs, when he repeated before them 
the principle of good neighborli- 
ness and declared all American 
states were equals. 

Speaking in Spanish, he told the 
committee that the American na- 
tions were setting an example for 
the world without following a nar- 
row isolationist policy. 

“The delegation of the United 
States,” he said, “feels deeply hon- 
ored with the opportunity of pre- 
senting jointly with all other dele- 
gations the project for the co-ordi- 
nation of existing peace projects 
(the neutrality proposal.) 

“Once more all of us together 
have taken a great step forward. 
Once more we have taken this step 
unanimously.” 

He added: “What we are doing 
here is an effort that certainly 
will succeed. We are safeguarding 
our Continent without narrow iso- 
lation. What we are doing is for 
the entire world. The world needs 
this example that we are agreeing 
to here.” 

League Scheme Sidetracked. 

Proposals for creation of an 
American League of Nations were 
sidetracked by a committee today 
after Argentina and Brazil raised 
etrong opposition. 

When a subcommittee recom- 
mended to the Committee on Peace 
Organization that it act favorably 
on Dominican and Colombian out- 
lines of the league project, the sub- 
committee chairman, Max Henri- 
quez Urena of the Dominican Re- 
public, proposed that five jurists be 
named to study the plans and pre- 
pare a report for the regular Pan- 
American Conference at Lima, Peru, 
in 1938. 

Argentine and Brazilian repre- 
sentatives immediately objected, in- 
sisting it was unwise to consider 
the league plan at present, and the 
committee adjourned without acting 
on the subcommittee’s proposal. 

The Arms Limitation Committee, 
meanwhile, approved a modified 
Chilean resolution urging general 
or bilateral arms limitation agree- 
ments. Paraguay made a reser- 
vation to‘the effect it could not 
limit its armaments below a level 
fixed as a maximum by existing 
agreements.

Approximately one hour was 
clipped from the fastest train serv- 
ice between St. Louis and Kansas 
City when the Ozark State Zephyr, 
Alton-Burlington’s new streamlined, 
Diesel-powered train made its in- 
augural run yesterday..

The Winter 
Clothing of 
School Child 


Simplicity and Bodily Com- 
fort Are Deciding Factors 
in Childrens’ Welfare.

HE cold season is upon us and 
Ti is time to get out the win- 

ter underwear. If mother is one 
who believes wool is the only wear 
for winter there is weeping and 
wailing and hard words in the air. 
“I can’t wear . it. 
It itches me. I’m 
not cold. What 
do you want to 
make me wear it 
for anyway?” 

There are some 
skins that can’t 
and won't abide 
wool. It is better 
to use some other 
kind of ~— fabric 
rather than irri- 
tate the child's 
skin. The warmth 
wool provides 
loses the comfort 
that a happy skin 
bestows, an d 
nothing is gained by it. A combina- 
tion of silk andywool, or sturdy cot- 
ton, will answer the purpose for 
“school children. The wool dress, 
sweater and overcoat will make up 
for the loss of the woolen under- 
wear. For those children who can 
wear it comfortably wool is the 
thing. : 

While we are talking about _it, 
stockings are another bone of con- 
tention. I, for one, believe that 
children’s legs ought to be covered 
well above the knee in cold weath- 
er. During the summer socks, 
bare feet and bare legs are just 
right, but when the north wind 
blows, when the snow lies deep and 
the trees groan under the weight of 
the bitter frost, then legs, ankles 
and feet ought to be warmly and 
comfortably clad. 

Woolen stockings have the same 
itchy quality to some skins as the 
woolen underwear, of course. For 
children with such skins a mix- 
ture of some sort is better than the 
pure wool. In very cold weather 
such children can comfortably wear 
a thin silk or cotton stocking—cot- 
ton preferred for school wear—and 
a knitted wool over stocking. Com- 
fortable feet are a great help to 
good health.

Major Events 
In History of 
Tuberculosis 


Disease Has Decreased Great- 
ly. Since’ 1825— Known 
25,000 Years Ago. i

UBERCULOSIS is a very old 
disease. Tuberculosis of the 
spine has been found in the 
skeletons of mummies; 
one the Priest Amen, dating from 
the XXI Dynasty, 
1090 B. C. Proba- [f 
bly th e oldest 
case of  tuber- 
culosis on 
earth was 
found in . the 
spine of a Neo- 
lithic skeleton 
discovered 
near  Heidel- 
berg, Ger- 
many, approxi- 
mately 25,000 
years old. 
Hip pocrates, 
the father of 
medicine, has fr. Clendening 
many descriptions 
of tuberculosis in various parts of 
the body (400 B. C.). How preva- 
lent it was thén, we do not know. 
But we do know that ever since it 
became a reportable ‘disease ‘and 
boards of health have kept statisti- 
cal records, it has been on the de- 
cline. 
It is probable that the incidence 
of tuberculosis did not change un- 
til about the year 1825, and since 
then it has been sharply going 
down. “In 1900, from which time 
our records are complete, there 
were 200 deaths per 100,000 popula- 
tion. About 1921 Dr. Louis L 
Dublin published a paper in which 
he predicted that by 1930 the mor- 
tality Would be close to 50 per 
100,000. As a matter of fact, this 
was a very accurate guess, because 
it is approximately 54 per 100,000 
nowadays. 
This decline in so widespread @& 
disease was not brought about by 
the discovery of any single methed 
of treatment or any single impor- 
tant method of prevention. Our 
ability to-control a disease depends 
on full knowledge; in tuberculosis 
this knowledge has been completed 
bit by bit. 
2 « 

FTER the original description 
Avs Hippocrates, no real advance 

in the study of tuberculosis was 
made for over 2000 years. In En- 
gland a compendium by Richard 
Morton called “Phthisiologia,” pub- 
lished in 1708, summarized the 
knowledge of his day. His treat- 
ment was simple and sensible, but 
he had no means of examining the 
patient’s chest, no knowledge that 
the disease was spread by a germ. 

Since then the rajor events in 
the history of tuberculosis have 
been as follows: : 

1761: The introduction of per- 
cussion in diseases of the chest by 
Auenbrugger. 

1816: Bayle worked out the 
natural history of the disease. He 
showed, for instance, that hemor- 
rhages from the lungs are the re- 
sult and not the cause of tubercu- 
losis, as was previously believed. 

1819: Laennec invented the 
stethoscope to listen to the lungs. 
This enables physicans to tell 
whch patents have the dsease early. 

In 1870 Villemin preached the 
doctrine of tP> contagiousness of 
tuberculosis, {fe told his students at 
the Val de Grace Hospital that “the 
phthisical soldier is to his mess- 
mate what the glandered horse ig 
to_ its yokefellow.” 

1840: George Bodington recom 
mended putting consumptives out- 
doors in the open air. This horri- 
fied contemporary opinion: before 
that consumptives were kept in an 
airtight room. 

1859: The first successful sana- 
torium, that of Brehmer, was es- 
tablished, Im 1882) the first Amer- 
ican sanatorium was established at 
Saranac Lake, by Edward L. Tru- 
deau. These men believed that tu- 
berculosis could be cured. It was 
the first hopeful note. 

1882: Koch found the germ 
which is the cause of tuberculosis. 

1895: Roentgen discovered the 
X-ray.

Back in England, the King spent 
some time at duties in London, then 
proceeded to’Balmoral Castle in 
Scotland. The Court Circular a few 
days later announced that, at Bal- 
moral, the King had guests — his 
brothers, the Duke of York and the 
Duke of Kent; the Duchess of York 
and the Duchess of Kent; the Duke 
and Duchess of Marlborough; the 
Duke and Duchess of Sutherland; 
the Duke and Duchess of Buccleuch 
and Queensberry; the Earl and 
Countess of Rosebery; Mr. and Mrs. 
Herman Rogers of New York; and 
Mrs. Simpson. 


News wires added that when Mrs. 
Simpson and the Rogers arrived by 
train in Aberdeen the King was at 
the station to meet them, having 
driven 50 miles from Balmoral 
Castle, at the wheel of his own car.

Spread with rest of 
ingredients and roll up. Cut off 
slices one-half inch thick and place, 
flat sides up, on baking 
sheet. Bake 12 minutes in mod- 
erate oven.
